"Another much appreciated branch of 
our work is carried on in the Slums. A 
woman was contemplating suicide when 
Slum Officers arrived. The sympathy 
and succour they brought averted a 
disaster which has ever since commanded 
her gratitude. In a letter she says:

Then sick- 
ness came and began eating into the small 
savings which had been stored av.'ay. 

Homeless and heading "for the West 
where I hope to find cmplc.yment in the 
harvest fields if I don't locate niy uncle 
Kokomo," the father only 24 years of age, 
and looking twenty years old, said he 



thought that some time soon "the sun 
wilt shine again for us," 

Pittsbiurgh was left behind last March 
and since that time with the blue sky 
and twinkling stars above and the earth 
for a testing place this family of five 
has been slowly wending its way west- 
ward, reaching Marion last night, and 
through the kindness of Captain Calvert 
of the Salvation Army, was providt:d 
lodging for the night and a kind passer- 
by purchased for them the first real meal 
in -many weeks.
